report shows there are nearly tavo times as 
many persons practicing law in Chicago 
today as there were a year ago. We will 
Spare no expense in our attempt to rid the 
city of unlicensed lawyers. These persons 
are men who have only a smattering of law, 
and who do injury to their clients as well 
as to the legal profession. 

The discovery of the existence of the un- 
licensed lawyers was made through a com- 
parison of the Law Directory and the records 
of the Supreme Court. We found that many 
pérsons who were in the Law Directory and 
who had law offices were not on the rolls 
of the court.“

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NEW DEPOT IS PLANNED. 


MAGNIFICENT STRUCTURE TO RE- 
PLACE VAN BUREN STATION. 


Book Island cae Lake Shore Roads 
Must Elevate Tracks and Will Build 
it the City Council Can Be Pre- 
valled On to Vacate Taylor Street 
from Clark to the River—Gratifics- 
tion Expressed Because Harriman 
Syndicate Has the Gulf Road. 


There are prospects that within the next 
two years a magnificent new passenger de- 
pot will be erected on the site of the present 
antiquated and inadequate station in Van 
Buren street, between Pacific avenue and 
Sherman street. Both the Vanderbilt and 
Rock Island people, who own the depot and 
grounds jointly, admit the urgent necessity 
of a more commodious and modern station, 
and they are ready to expend several million 
dollars, provided proper arrangements can 
be made with the city. Estimates of the 
cost of construction have been prepared 
for replacing the present depot with oné 
that will be a credit to the roads and an 
ornament to the city. 

Aside from the fact that the present de- 
pot fails to provide adequate accommoda- 
tions for, the three roads using it, the build- 
ing of 4 new one in its place is made im- 
perative by the necessity of elevating the 
tracks of the Lake Shore and Rock Island 
from Sixteenth street into the depot in or- 
der to do away with the dangerous grade 
crossing at Harrison street: That cross- 
ing, just at the end of the train shed, where 
the trains enter the depot, not only endan- 
gers life and property but seriously delays 
the movement of trains. The city officials 
have been urging the elevation of the tracks 
at that point for some time, but the railroad 
officials claim that it cannot be done unless 
Taylor street is vacated by the city between 
Clark street and the river. The freight 
houses of the Lake Shore and Rock Island | 
roads are located south of Polk street, 
and could not well be reached from elevated 
tracks, and, consequently, the freight trains 
would have to continue to run on the sur- 
face as far north as Polk street. Besides, 
the elevation of passenger tracks at Twelfth 
street would have to be over the Twelfth 
street viaduct, and the tracks could not be 
lowered sufficiently to touch the freight at 
a reasonable elevation in the short block 
from Twelfth to Taylor street. 

The rallroad officials say the city will sacri- 
fice nothing by vacating Taylor street from 
Clark to the river, as the property on both 
sides of the street is owned by the railroads, 
and there is no bridge across the river at 
that street, and none is necessary, as there 
are bridges both at Twelfth and Polk streets. 

An ordinance is soon to be introduced in 
the City Council for the vacation of Taylor 
street between the points named, and if it 
is passed, the railroad officials say, no time 
will be lost in perfecting the plans and con- 
‘structing the finest passenger . in Chi- 


cago. 

Owing to the elevation of tracks, the pro- 
posed new depot would have to be similar 
to the passenger stations of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Reading roads in Philadelphia. 
The waiting-rooms would be on the second 
floor, on a level with the tracks, and also 
would connect with the union elevated loop 
station at Van Buren street and Pacific ave- 
nue. The lower floor underneath the tracks 
is to be utilized for baggage-rooms, etc., 
while the floors above the waiting-rooms 
would afford accommodations for all the 
offices of the general departments of the 
various roads using the depot. 

The new structure would be over seventy- 
five feet wider than the present one, tak- 
ing up the unoccupied space on the Pacific 
avenue side, and the space now occupied 
by waiting and baggage rooms on the Sher- 
man street side,

The report that the Pitts- 
burt and Gulf road would become a part of 
the Chicago and Alton railroad system is 
not credited generally. It is believed that 
thé part of the road from Kansas City to the 
gulf will be turned over to the Missouri Pa-

He always 
dresses well, carries a cane, and is apparent- 
ly well educated. He is satisfied with mak- 
ing a living, and when he succeeds in mak- 
ing one or two dollars he takes a rest until 


It is spent. 


Many will recollect him as the Handy 
Pandy man, as he sings a song bearing that 
title and takes great pride in his ability as a 
vocalist. He has no fear of policemen and 
frequently visits the Harrison Street Police 
Station and often refuses to leave even when 
ordered out by the sergeant in charge. 

There is still another who is not only 
known to padestrians on South Side streets 
and shopkeepers in the levee district, but 
also to residents on South Side boulevards. 
He is an aged Hebrew, with a long, flowing 
gray beard. He is known as the Wander- 
ing Jew.’’ He is a hard worker and succeeds 
in picking up considerable money each day. 
His place of residence is not known, but it 
is generally conceded that during the years 
he has been begging in Chicago he has suc- 
ceeded in accumulating a large sum of 


money. 
Police Are Lenient. 

The law against street begging is plain and 
the Chief of Police frequently instructs all 
Officers to arrest any one begging in the 
etreets. When the nuisance becomes intol- 
erable raids are made on this class and 
numerous arrests are made. They are va- 
grants under the jlaw and upon conviction 
are liable to a fine in any sum up to $100. 
The police, however, as a rule, pay little 
attention to them, unless they become too 
pressing in their demands for money. Asa 
consequence the down-town streets are filled 
nightly with men and children who impor- 
tune passersby for alms. Mena nied 
by women are their especial prey. These 
are at times followed for blocks, the beggars 
telling their tales of woe and demanding 
money.

GIRL HURT IN AN ELEVATOR. ART INSTITUTE TO RECEIVE. 


| Georgie Houser of Lincoln, III., in Crit- 


ical Condition from Falling in Hi- 
awatha Flats Freight ‘Lift. 


Miss Georgie Houser, daughter of Dr. W. 
W. Houser of Lincoln, III., was injured seri- 
ously early yesterday morning while riding 
on a small freight elevator! at the rear of the 
Hiawatha Apartment Building, 6427 Jeffer- 
gon avenue, with Claude Egan of Pullman. 
Losing control of the elevator when it was at 


the fourth floor, Egan and Miss Houser 
were dropped nearly fifty feet into the base- 
ment, the latter sustaining a fracture of the 
skull and the bones of her left leg being 
broken a few inches above the ankle. 

The accident took place shortly after mid- 
night. Miss Houser and her sister, Miss 
Alma Houser, had returned from the thea- 
ter to the residence of Dr. A. C. Rankin, 
where they were visiting, accompanied by 
E. J. Pearson, 6248 Greenwood avenue; 
Claude Egan, and Hugh Rankin, a grandson 
of Dr. Rankin. In a spirit of sport, and 
without regard for the fact that the use 
of the elevator for passenger service had 
been forbidden, young Egan and Miss 
Houser made a trip lift. | 

As they started down the second time Egan 
seemed to lose control of the rope by which 
the elevator was operated, and it dropped 
with a crash to the bottom. the shock snap- 
pling the wire cable.

London, Oct. 28.—The German Emperor 
has again become the most picturesque fig- 
ure on the European stage. French Chauvin- 
tem has forgiven him for having intervened 
at the close of the Dreyfus trial to deprive 
the verdict of the Judges of all its moral 
‘force, and is now coaxing him to stay away 
from England. Bismarck’s German parti- 
dans also are warning him that it is more im- 


portant for him to remain on close terms 


with the Czar than to woo popularity in Eng- 
und. There also is an old-time feeling of 
jealousy, especially among the commercial 
glasses in Germany, which is not easily 
reconciled with the new trend of the Em- 
peror’s policy of friendship for Dngland. 

The German Emperor's visit to England 
has become a matter of high diplomatic im- 
portance, and will be preceded by a meet- 
ing with the Czar, which will not lessen the 
significance of the event. Naturally, he is 
investing these incidents with an atmos- 
phére of mystery, and the prominence at- 
tached to his movements imparts luster to 
his prestige and personal influence in Euro- 
pean affairs. The change in public senti- 
ment in Pngland respecting the German Em- 
peror since the flying squadron was ordered 
out four years ago is nothing less than a 
gtartling anomaly. The English irritation 
over Germany's commercial rivalry and the 
Emperor's meddiesome intervention in the 
Transvaal affair reached a pitch where war 
would have been welcomed. 


Now Welcomed az an Ally. 
Times have changed since then, and the 
English people now are prepared to receive 
him as an ally and friend, who has stood 


by them when Russia and France are sus- 


pected of treachery. British jingoism, which 
lampooned and jeered at him after the 
Jameson raid, now dismisses the fact that 
the Boers in the present trouble were as- 
sisted by Colonel Schiel and German gunners 
as a matter of no importance, and fairly 
“dlamors to have him enter London in tri- 
“mph.

ENGLAND’S LOSS OF OFFICERS. 
They Run More Risk than the Private 


Soldier in Battle, and Army Effi- 
ciency Is Threatened. 


London, Oct. 28.—The large number of 
British officers killed in the battles which 
have already taken place in Natal has 
brought out strenuous protests from many 
quarters against the ancient custom of 
English officers refusing to take cover when 
under fire. From figures at Glencoe it is 
apparent that one out of every four men 
killed was an officer, whereas, the organiza- 
tion exists upon the principle that to every 
twenty-five men there is one officer. It is 
evident that if the same ratio of mortality 
is kept up the British forces will become 
seriously underofficered. 

Among the enlisted men at Glencoe the 
proportion of killed to wounded was 30 to 
156, while ten officers were killed to twenty- 


two.officers wounded. The difference in the 


percentage leads to the conclusion® that 
many of the officers were hit more than once 
and kept on leading their men after the first 
wound. 

Emperor William's recent criticism of the 
British officers’ refusal to take cover is now 
frequently quoted. The feeling in the army 
itself is that though the regulations do not 
say the officers must not lie down, it is such 
an old-established principle it would take 
a brave man to inaugurate a change. The 
motto of the British soldier; follow wher.

though the officers believe the personnel of 
the army is as good as ever, it has been the 
history of Great Britain that “ Tommy At.

Two Cables from Africa. 

There are two cable routes from south 
Africa, one via Cape Town and the other by 
east Africa from Lourenzo Marquez, touch- 
ing British territory at Aden. The censor 
on all British cable operates at Cape Town 
under the advice of Milner, while the Dela- 
goa Bay cable matter is censored by a mill- 
tary officer at Aden. This officer has passed 
scarcely anything. The other day Sir Will- 
lam Dunn, M. P., honorary Consul General 
of the Orange Free State in London, in view 
of the hostilities cabled his resignation of 
the office. The Aden censor perversely 
acented treason in this dispatch and trans- 
mitted it to the War office. This same of- 
ficial stopped the report of Chamberlain's 
speech in the House of Commons. 

Newspaper dispatches which run the 
gantlet of the military censorship at the 
front are frequently delayed and often sup- 
pressed by the Aden censor, whose arbi- 
trary operations have drawn strong protests 
from the London editors who get dispatches 
cabled at great cost a week old, stale and 
useless. With the official dispatches it is 
almost the same. These were communicated 
originally to the House of Commons in con- 
densed form, but last week even this limited 
confidence was withheld from Parliament, 
which had to rest content with Lord Wolse- 
ley’s glossing over of official dispatches.

London, Oct. 28—All our thoughts this * 


week have been absorbed by the war in 


south Africa. In the beginning of the week 


that section of our population which sup- 
porta this war—and it forms the great ma- 


jority—was delighted with the rapid succes- 


gion of victories, dearly bought, it ie true, 
but thought to be crushing. Since Tues- 
day, however, the country has been kept in 
suspenge and the appetite for tales of 
slaughter has had a rest, satisfied with the 
shooting or bayoneting of stray clumps of 
burghers on the Bechuanaland boundary. 


We have reaped nothing whatever by our : 


Natal victories, unless it be some imimation 
that the Dutch young men are conceited in 


their marksmanship. So precarious was the 


forward position of our troops that both 
Dundee and Glencoe had to be evacuated, 
and in the former place not only did we leave 
all our stores but all the wounded as well. 
By forced marches General Yule was able 
to rejoin the main strength of General 


White’s force at Ladysmith, but it cost a4 


third sanguinary battle and the loss of more 
than a hundred of our men to gain this ob- 


ject. 
Apprehensive of Disaster. 

And now all is darkness, with ominous 
whispers going around that the troops at 
Ladysmith are deficient in supplies and 
short of artillery and ammunition. These: 
may be only idle tales, such as always float 
to the surface when excited. minds want 
fresh sensations to feed upon, but the War 
office has spent an anxious week, fearing 
lest the Boers should gwing round between 
Ladysmith and Pietermaritzburg, cutting off 
communication between White's army and 
the coast. That they are able to surround our 


troops in Ladysmith Valley is not believed.

cleared up.

Berlin, Oct. 28.— [Copyright by the As- 
sociated Press.)—Emperor William is look- 
ing for another Cabinet, but has not yet 
found the material forit. In place of Dr. von 
Miquel, the Minister of Finance, his Majesty 
wanted Herr Siemens of the Deutsche 
Reichsbank, and in place of Herr Thiel- 
en, the Minister of Public Works, he wanted 
Herr Jencke, the Krupps' general manager. 
But they both declined on Sunday, the rea- 
son being that their present positions are 
more lucrative. So the Emperor is still 
seekirg other suitable men. One of the 
potent reasons why he desires new men is 
that he wishes the navy greatly increased 
and faster than at the present rate, and he 
deems the existing Cabinet too yielding to 
effic‘entiy push these wishes before the 
Reichstag. 

The FHmperor's Hamburg toast is general- 
ly interpreted as urging the essity of a 
much larger navy, while an inspired article 
in the Nord Deutsche Allgemeine — 
apparently contradicting the idea, is 
ed as intended to smooth matters. 

Admiral von Tirpitz, of the 
Navy, has received his Majesty's sanction 
to project an enormous increase of the navy, 
giving it fifty-seven battleships, fifteen large 
and thirty-six small cruisers, and making 
it equal in size and efficiency to any other 
navy, Great Britain's excepted. This would 
involve an expenditure of 1,700,000,000 marks 
and make the ngval budget 212,500,000 marks 
annually.

Slowly it began its revolving, twisting, 
boring movement into the maroon line, gath- 
ering speed as it went, until the mass of red 
and blue players whirled clear through the 
maroon line before the Midway defenders 
could get under and stop them.

meetings with the New Haven contingent 
have been unsatisfactory in the extreme. 

It was Columbia's day: It tore holes in 
Yale's rush line as big as a twelve-inch shell 
does in a wooden fence. Its turtle backs 
and revolving wedges ate up ground like 
a hungry elephant chews hay. It not only 
defeated Yale, but it rattled it and diacon- 
certed its defense to such an extent that a 
five or ten yard gain was a mere bagatelle. 
An added pill to Wale’s sorrow was the 
fact that George Foster Sanford, an ex- 
Yale center, coached this Columbia team to 
do such an unlooked for trick. For a long 
time during the game Yale had its pride in- 
jured, but the erowning crisis came when 
the blocky built, square jawed little Weeks 
twisted his legs as fast as shears in sheep- 
shearing time and laid his head behind the 
Yale goal posts for a touchdown.

Bad Day for Football. 


It was a hot, muggy day for football, and 
every one expected a listless contest, with 
the odds all in favor of Yaie.

Promptly at 2:30 the referee blew his 
Whistle, and Columbia,..with the west goal 
at its back, sent the pigskin twirling down 
the field. It went out of bounds, on purpose, 
and the same trick was repeated, to the as- 
tonishment of the Yale team. By the rules 
of the game the ball went to Yale at the cen- 
ter of the tield. Columbia evidently decided 
that it was better to have a chance at a

Not that the 
guessing h intentionally fast or slow, as the 
case may be, but the utter impossibility of 
counting correctly gives referees too much 
power to do wrong if so inclined. 

Another bad feature regarding a referee's 
guesswork is that it is impossible to satisfy 
or convince, if necessary, theprincipals that 
the count was correct and that neither man 
received any advantage. This was brought 
more forcibly to my mind after the Tommy 
Ryan-Frank Craig fight at Coney Island a 
short time ago. *. 

Craig, it will be remembered, upset Ryan 
in the second round, and the latter, although 
able to arise at the count of four, rqmained 
down until I had counted nine. 

The next day Craig reported around town 
that he had been robbed of the fight, and that 
Ryan had been down fifteen seconds, instead 
of nine, owing, as Craig says, to my counting 
too slow. I've heard the same kicks [rom 
fighters regarding other referees, and am 
satisfied that none of us are perfect in 
guessing off the ten seconds. ‘

It Was Five Years Ago, So It Was Not 
as Bad a Lapse of Memory as It 
Would Be Now.

It seems comical,” he said. that 
anybody should forget Admiral Dewey's 
name, but that is what I did on one occasion, 
and the incident placed me in a rather em- 
barrassing sition. In the fall of 95 I 
heard something one day about the purchase 
of a let of deep sea sounding apparatus of 
a peculiar type and called at the Bureau of 
Equipment to get the facts. Dewey was 
chief of that department at the time, and I 
was ssed up until I reached his private 
office. where he received me kindly and told 
me what I wanted to know. It was the first 
time I had ever met him, and I went away 
with an impression of a well-groomed, 
stocky gentleman, whose general bearing 
was that of a seasoned citizen of the world. 
About two weeks afterward I encountered 
him again in the lobby at Willard's and he 
stopped and proceeded to explain some de- 
tails connected with our former conversa- 
tion. Meanwhile I had forgotten his name. 
and to save my soul all I could remember 
was that it began with D. Just then a South- 
ern Congressman of my acquaintance saun- 
tered up and I began to flounder through 
the form of an introduction. but my con- 
fusion must have been pitiable, and Dewey 
promptly took the job off my hands. ‘Iam 
Commodore Dewey,’ he said pleasantly, and 
I breathed a deep sigh of relief. That nicht 
I wrote His name is Dewey on the wall 
of. my room, so I would never forget it 
again. and there it remains, scrawled in 
black pencil, to this day. During the last 
year I have looked at that inecription fre- 
quently, and always with asmile. It seems 
funny now. but up to the time the Commo- 


dore of the Asiatic squadron received his 


historical orders to move on Manila there 
was nothing about such a memorandum to 
excite the least amusement. It simply 
shows how auickly great fame may be won 
wher the proper conditions arise.’’"—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

system. These checks, given out by the ¢ door. 
keepers in full faith that the recipients arg 
only going out between acts for a little 
brandy and.“ or other refreshments, too fre. 
quently are given away to undestrable pers 
sons, who thus find their way to good seats 
free of charge. 

To cope with this abuse the managers are 
figuring on a method which they say fs bor. 
rowed from Japan. Instead of issuing checks 
they talk of arming each doorkeeper with, 
rubber stamp and an ink pad. When any 
one desiring to go out presents himself at 
the door the man on watch will stamp him 
on the palm of the hand—brand him, ag f 
were. With this plan in effect no transfep 
could be made and “* mavericks “ could figt 
find their way into the fold. 


Same Plan Used in Chicago, 

This idea may be of Japanese origin, but 
it has been in operation fur many years iu 
Chicago. Long since. it was adopted to keep 
undesirable persons out of big masquerade 
balls given by a leading German society on 
the North Side. It was a matter of some dif. 
culty to obtain tickets to these affairs, even 
though they were of a semi-public character. 

To one of these annual events some licht- 
fingered gentry managed to gain entrance 
on return checks. They took possession of 

a rich quantity of valuables th the rush and 

e and then left, passing their checks 
over to confederates who were waiting out- 
side, ready for another raid upon the.reyel- 
ers. 

Precautions were taken at the next ball, 
No return checks were issued. but a burly 
doorkeeper, reinforced by a policeman, saw 
that every one applying for a return check 
was duly stamped. It happened that the 
ink used was of such a clinging character 
that it could not be washed cff. but had to 
wear away. All of which proved to be of 
some service to the police Several thefts 
were reported after the bal! and a rount 
up of thieves was made. On several of them 
was found the return brand.“ which, wth 
other evidence, led to convictions cespitead 
attempts of friendly witnesses estab. un 
alibis.

operations. Night before last he made a 
speech at a banquet given by the Mayor of 
Longton.

Why the Mayor gave a ban- 
quet. and why he invited the American Am- 
bassador the dispatches do not say, but Mr. 
Choate was present. Perhaps the Mayors of 
other diminutive English towns will imitate 
the example of their brother of Longton, and 
Mr. Choate will be the star at minor ban - 
ucts for months to come. 
: The toast to which he responded night De- 
tore last was The Anglo-Saxon Race, à 
toast which has given some of his prede- 
cessors. an opportunity to gush. It does not 
appear from the brief abstract of Mr. 
Choate’s remarks that he said . anything 
which should offend any one on this side of 
the Atlantic. He said that the American is 
not English, Scotch, Irish, nor an imitation 
of the people of any nation on the conti- 
nent, but a combination of them all, the re- 
cult. being a new and perfect blend.“ 
Whether the Ambassador let the eagle 
scream so loudly as to assert that the blend 
has all the virtues and none of the faults 
of the races it is made up out of does not 
appear. While Mr. Choate seems to have 
handled this much debated and ticklish ques- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon race in a way which 
will cause no comment, yet it is better that 
guch subjects should not be discussed by him 
at private functions whose proceedings are 
made public. The difference between them 
and public functions is almost imperceptible, 
and if for good reasons the Ambassador is 
not allowed to speak on the Anglo-Saxon 
race at a banquet of the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, which is a public function, it hardly 
comports with his dignity to speak to that 
toast at the banquets of the Mayors of

ABOLISH THE TRAINS. 
The specific defects in the method of 


operating street car.lines practiced by the 
Chicago traction companies have been 
criticised frequently. There is one of those 
defects which cannot be condemned too 
often or too severely, because it is the 
most glaring, offensive, and dangerous of 
them all. It is a defect which is con- 
tinually in evidence. It forces itself on 
the eyes and the ears of every Chicagoan. 
and every visitor to this city. 


It is the running of cars and especial- 


ly of cable cars in trains. This. is a prac- 
tice which was introduced in Chicago with 
the first cable line. It is unknown else- 
where. It would not be tolerated. in other 


cities. The objections to this method of 
running the cars are manifold and most of 
them of a serious nature. The lability 
to accident is greater than in the caso 
of single cars. The gripman of a loug 
train does not have the same control over 
it he would have over a single car. He 
cannot stop it so speedily. But in the 
crowded streets of the business district it 
is important, that he should be able to 
come to a sudden stop. Because of the 
known inability on the part. of gripmen to 
do this, drivers of light vehicles are al- 
ways in a state of nervous excitement. 
They cannot tell at what moment a long, 
heavy; uncontrollable train may dash into 
their frail teams. There is a constant 
danger, especially during the rush hours, 
of accidents to passengers from getting 
between the cars. More are injured in 
that way than by being run over by the 
grips. The companies would reduce their 
damage suit expenses by running single 
cars. 

The passage of one of those long trains 
through the business district is accompanied 
by the almost incessant clanging of a large 
and angry gong. The gripman begins play- 
ing on it in the middle of the block and 
keeps it up till he comes to the next stop- 
ping place. The din at a corner like State 
and Madison is continuous and intolerable. 
Nothing like it can be heard in any other 


part of the world. ‘The noise is stunning 


and stupefying. It is not strange that 
drivers dread to attempt to round that 
“stormy cape.” With single cars, under 
perfect control, a little ringing of the gong 
would be more effective than is the pres- 
ent continual clangor. | 
Where cars are run in trains there are 
long intervals between them, This means 
long waits at street crossings, often in 
disagreeable weather. On the great trunk 
lines single cars should be run not more 
than forty-five seconds apart. Then not 
even the most impatient would complain 
of the inadequacy of the service. The 


most patient complain now, and with just | 


cause. Better time can be made with sin- 
gle cars*than with trains, for there will 
not be so many stoppages. At present the 
alighting of one passenger stops three or 
four cars. When one of those long traius 
stops to discharge its passengers most 
of them are incommoded. Those in the 
rear car are let out at the street cross- 
ing. where they want to be. Those in 
the other cars get out fifty or a hundred 
feet away from it. In bad weather they 
are landed in mud, or slush, or among 
teams. 
The companies run cars in trains in 
order to save the wages of some gripmen 
and motormen. But their losses are great- 
er than their gains. Not only is there the 
increased liability to accident, but the wear 


and tear of rolling stock is greater. When 


one of these long trains is stopped or 
started there is a severe strain on the cable 
and a banging and bumping of cars which 
are hard on the cars as well as annoying 
‘to passengers. The strain on the grip 
machinery is much more wearing and the 


repair bills come in faster for a three- 


car train than when three cars are run 

The ineonveniences and the dangers of 
the train system increase and multiply 
with the growth of the city and have be- 
come intolerable. Chicagoans never can 
get reconciled to them. Therefore the trac- - 
tion companies should understand that if 
they do not abandon the traiy system for 


good and all before they apply for an 


extension of their franchises its abandon- 
inent will be one of the conditions of an 
extension. The best thing for them to do, | 
however, is not to wait till the next cen- 
tury comes but to drop that offensive sys- 


tem now. It is for their interest, to do 


so as it is for that of the publie.

The real boy comes somewhere between. 
Tom Brown and Tom Sawyer are truer de- 
lineations of boy character, because they 
recognize its dual nature. 

In his specious glorification of brute force 
Mr. Kipling has gone to as vicious an ex- 
treme as have the namby-pamby writers 


library. His antipathy to Dean Farrar’s 
pretty but essentially false conception of 
boy character is natural, but not wholly to 
his credit. What Rudyard Kipling most 
needs for the rounding out of his artistic 
powers is a little nore of that same human 
tenderness which he objects to in Dean 
Farrar’s romance. Sentiment in bulk be- 
comes nawkish sentimentality, but the glo- 
rification of power in undiluted bulk be- 
comes mere brutality. The English-speak- 
ing public on both sides of the Atlantic has 
followéd Mr. Kipling thus far because the 
time was ripe for a reaction frogn false senti- 
ment, but there are signs that the public 
will not follow him farther without protest. 
The fighting instinct does not constitute the 
whole boy or man any more,than does the 
religious instinct or the instinct of pity. 
Human nature is a many-sided thing, and 
only in so far as Mr. Kipling or any other 
author sees it whole will his works be per- 
manently accepted.

LOCAL HISTORY SCHOOL CLUBS. © 
The prominent educators of Philadelphia 
da ve evolved a new idea in instruction which 
has much to recommend it for general use. 


the high and lower grade schools, have be- 
gun to organize local history clubs and to 
interest not only the pupils but the teachers 
in the study of the history of Philadelphia. 
The following questions which they will 
propose to the clubs illustrate the general 
scope of their plan: E 

Are there any historic houses or places in your 
section? What streets in your section are named 
for distinguished men? What distinguished men 
or women were born, have resided, or are buried 
or now. living in your section? Has your section 
been connected in any way with incidents of the. 
colonial period, with any event of im- 
portance occurring. between the revolutionary 
period and 1861, or with the civil War period? 
What monuments are there in your section? What 
boys or. girls who have attended your school have 
attained to national distinction? 


The Boston educators have also done 


something on similar lines to the Phila- 
delphia plan, and it bas proved quite suc- 
cessful, the scholars entering into the study 
with extraordinary sest and enthusiasm. | 
Is it not worth considering here also? It. 
is true Chicago history does not extend far 
back, and yet it has mich that is of in- 
terest. But what Chicago pupil knows. 
anything about it? How many scholars 
know anything about the voyages of the 
early Jesuit explorers in this region, the 
first settlement of the city, its relation to 
the Indian wars, the massacre and the 
events which led up to it, the beginnings of 
the city commercially’ and politically, the 
causes which induced its rapid growth, and 
many other events of interest in its early 
annals? The pupils of our public schools 
know more or less about ancient Greece: 
Great Britain, and possibly something about 


Achilles and Cesar did, and probably are

PURIFY; THEN BEAUTIFY.

liquid filth; when the peaceful citizen need 
not close his windows and hold his nose 
during the hours now allotted to the ren- 
dering establishments for the emission of 
fearful smells; when garbage is collected 
and destroyed instead of being thrown into 
alleys and streets and allowed to rot there; 
when shopkeepers cease sweeping their 
litter into the gutters; when our driveways 
in the heart of the city itself are not 
disfigured with signs and advertising bill- 
boards which are repulsive to the eye; when 
citizens display some measure of local 
pride and the city government manifests 
some determination to enforce ordinances, 
then it will be time to talk of beautify- 
ing Chicago. The. stable must be cleaned 
before it is decorated, and to this end the 
Municipal league should direct its efforts. 
If it can accomplish the task, the people 
will rise up and call it blessed. 

Chicago in its present conditions, decorat- 
ed and beautified, would be like Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s image with its head of gold and 
legs and feet of clay. The Municipal Art 
league might accomplish the highest artis- 
tic ideals in the way of decoration, but 
the ideals in a week's time would be filthy 
beyond recognition; and they would only 
serve to bring into more startling prom- 
inence the surrounding nastiness. What 
is needed now is not beautifying, but the 

getting ready to,beautify and the getting 

ready involves — — tion above all things. 
The Municipal Art league, therefore, should, 
undertake the work of removing some of 
the offensive realities which are repulsive 
to every one of the senses before it begins 
upon the artistic ideals. Statues of Colum- 
bus or Logan or of any one else on the 
lake front make no amends for muddy 
streets, rotting pavements, worn out 
bridges, festering garbage, filth, and stench. 
Chicago was at one time called the Gar- 
den City. Then it was called the Windy 
City. The league, with the kind assistance 
of the Health department, should see to. 
it that it is not deservedly called the Putrid 
City. 


THE SHOCKING OF CLEMENT SCOTT. 

Mr. Clement Scott’s happy faculty of 
being shocked has been in evidence since 
his arrival in New York. The famous 
London dramatic critic fled from the base 
mediocrity of the contemporary British stage 
to get a breath of the American dramatic 
ozone, but his critical olfactories have been 
violated. in the first inning, so to speak. 
The offending play is Mr. Zangwill's 
„Children of the Ghetto,” and Mr. Scott 
has fallen violently afoul of the same in 
sundry columns of the New York news- 
papers. While he has nothing but praise 
for “Zaza” and “The Rounders” and 
other modest pieces of that school, he is 
moved to solemn protest by the religious 
features of Mr. Zangwill’s play. 

It need not be denied that Mr. Zangwill 
has gone too far in his comedy jugglings 
with sacred names and rites. He passes 
the bounds of propriety both for Jews and 
Christians when he makes Melchisedek 
Phineas, a low comedy Jew, remark: “ The 
Messiah! Pshaw, let me be your Messiah. 
‘Look at my initials—they’re all right—M. 
P.—Messiah, Palestine.“ It is no defense 
of this sort of thing to say, as Mr. Zang- 
will does, that “to Jewish thought the 
Messiah is merely a man.” But Mr. 
Clement Scott bases his indictment of the 
play on grounds too inclusive to be tena- 
ble. 

Mr. Scott censures the dramatist for 
introducing sacred Hebrew services. The 
other retorts by claiming the right to de- 
pict both the dark and the bright sides 
of ghetto life. The critic holds that 
“religion or any realistic reproduction of 
religious ritual has no right to be dis- 
cussed or represented on the stage.” As 
an instance in point, he tells of his own 
refusal to translate Coppée’s beautiful 
little play, Le Pater,“ because it would 
necessitate bringing the Lord’s Prayer upon 
the stage. Mr. Zangwill’s reply is fairly 
effective: | 

Really, your anxlety to be shocked by Zangwin 


and not to be shocked by aa is profoundly 
touching. Of course, the Jews were not shocked. 


‘tlans are shocked by the hymns and organ an- 
thems so familiar in drama, from Faust down 
‘to The Christian 7 To me the stage is as holy 
a pulpit as any in cathedral or synagogue. There 
is no rea for separating life into fragments. 
Wherever an honest man stands, there is holy’ 
Mr. Scott's attempt to exclude religion 
from the dramatist’s sphere will scarcely 
stand a close examination. In so far as 
he protests against the cheapening of sacred 
things he has à right to his contention, 
but such offenses against taste will cor 
‘rect themselves by repelling those whom 
they might injure. As the Jewish theater- 
goers seem to suffer none of the shock which 
afflicts Mr. Scott relative to Children 
of the Ghetto,“ one must perforce con- 
clude that the London critic’s spasm of 
horror is partly fictitious. If he can stand

“PEOPLE'S CONCERTS. 
Aside from the question of resources 
there is theoretically the same reason for 


as for its intellectual development. nis 
fact is distinctly, though somewhat halting- 
ly, recognized in public school systems. 
Furthermore, as the propriety.of promot- 
ing intellectual development among adults 
at public cost has for the last nine years 
been recognized in the free evening lec- 
ture courses of the New York Board of 
Education—and in some other cities more 
recently—so has the promotion of high- 
grade musical development among adults 
been recognized, to a limited extent, as a 
proper public function, in the maintenance 


aud in the provision under public aus- 
pices, in one city at least, of orchestral 
concerts. Not only has Boston purchased 
an organ, which it is planned to install in 
the proposed Franklin Memorial Building, 
but the Municipal Music commission, in 
addition to managing the summer concerts 
in the parks, carries on winter concerts in 
Musie Hall. Two series of six concerts 
each were given last winter, with satis- 
factory results, and another series is to 
open next Sunday evening. 

Public management of these concerts 
frees them from the element of profit, 
and draws upon a peculiar public good 
will in their behalf. They are intend- 
ed .to be self-supporting, however, and 
the low prices—10, 15, and 25 cents 
which obtained last year, produced less 
revenue, even when the hall was filled, than 
is desired for this season. The orches- 
tra has been increased from thirty-five to 
fifty pieces, the musicians are to be bet- 
ter paid, soloists are to appear, due re- 
hearsals are to be had, and the quality of 
the performance is to be distinctly en- 
hanced. The prices are accordingly raised 
to 25 cents; 50 cents, 75 cents, and $1. 
The fact that this idea of music for the 
people, which has been taken up thus by 
the city, was initiated two or three years 
ago through organ: recitals managed in 
different parts of Boston by the Twentieth 
Century club, calls attention to the silence 
of the great organs in city churches gen- 
erally. That silence, which prevails ex- 
cept for a few moments one day in the 
week, is a reproach the seriousness of 
which arises from the great dearth of op- 
portunities for musical enjoyment, ex- 
cept in the case of a select.few. On the 
other hand, the audiences which gather, for 
example, at the Church of the Epiphany, 


gan recitals there, evince both the demand 
for organ music and its value, One per- 
son—the organist—aided perhaps by a solo- 
ist, is all the talent necessary to provide 
an enjoyable and refining musical program 
for an audience. The organ is thus peculi-

THE JOLIET PENITENTIARY. 
It is said that while Governor Tanner has 
been a disappoin tment in many respects, 


those voters who put him where he is, the 
State institutions have been wel] managed 
during his administartion. TE Trisune 
is not able to say of its own knowledge that 


| this-is true of all those institutions. It has 


been asserted that the men in charge of 
some of them have been appointed chiefly 
tor political reasons—that they are expected 
to hustle“ for the man who appointed 
them, and that efficiency in that direction 
will atone for shortcomings in the manage- 
ment of the institutions they have in charge. 
- Whether those stories are correct or in- 
correct this paper will not say, for it does 
not know, but it does know that the 
Joliet pentitentiary has been put in the 
hands of a competent warden by Governor 
Tanner and its affairs are being adminis- 
tered successfully in every respect. War- 
den Murphy had prison experience before 
going to Joliet, for he had charge of the 
Chester penitentiary. He has had also that 
experience in public life, Congress included, 
which broadens a man’s mind and prevents 
his becoming a mere jailer. 

The penitentiary has not so many inmates 
as a few yearsago. The decrease is owing 
to the opening of the Pontiac reformatory, 
to the assignment to the Chester territory of 
a few counties which used to send their 
convicts to Joliet, and to the era of prosper- 
ity. Certain classes of crimes do not flour- 
ish in good times. But Joliet has still 1,200 
inmates, and to look after them, keep them 
busy, and when possible make their im- 
prisonment something besides a mere pun- 
ishment—namely: a means of reformat 
—is no light task. To do it well calls fora 
high order of ability. | 

The prisoners are taken good care of. 
They get enough wholesome food, thougb 
they are not daintily fed. They are all 
at work, men and women, but they are 
not overworked. It is essential to the 
preservation of their health that they 
should be busy at something.. They make 
chairs and shoes. They do _ cooperage. 
Some of them, after they have done their 
set tasks, are credited with whatever ad- 
ditional work they do, and thus have a 
little money to their account when they 
leave the prison. 
An innovation in prison dress was made 
at Joliet a short time ago which has 
worked so well that it will be adhered to. 
A convict, when he enters the prison, is 
not given a striped suit, but a plain gray 
one. If he behaves well, earning good 
conduct marks and no bad conduct marks, a 
red cross badge is sewed on his clothes. 
But if he misbehaves, violates rules, or 
refuses to work, he has to don the stripes 
and cannot doff them until he has shown 
his repentance for his insubordination. As 
out of the 1,200 inmates only forty are 
in stripes, it is apparent that the prisoners 
are, as a rule, well behaved. They dis- 
like the old-fashioned costume exceedingly. 
They feel it as a degradation. If they

The prison authorities and State Board 
of Pardons are pleased with the workings 
of the indeterminate sentence law. The 
convicts do not take kindly to that meay- 
ure. They would prefer the imposition 
of fixed sentences, so that they may know

LIONS IN DOORWAYS. 

In the November number of Scribner’s 
Magazine Aline Gorren has discussed, in a 
clear-sighted manner, the relation that 
exists in America between the artistic 
worker and the social personage. It is the 
tendency of these two, says the writer, to 
seek each other, and that an artist some- 
times finds pleasure in circles where culture 
and elegance are the chief characteristics is 
not, as Marion Crawford has observed, be- 
eause he is a snob but because he demands 
repose and freedom from the “ pin punc- 
tures of provincialism. 

But, on the other hand, declares the 
writer, the people who represent society 
must be free from that denseness of per- 
ception that prolonged prosperity is likely 
to engender. For the artist does not live 
by bread alone, and it is understanding and 
sympathy that he needs rather than fashion- 
able success or large checks for his work. 
The ordinary society man—more accurate- 
ly, let us say, the ordinary society woman— 
uses the artist for the prestige which he 
confers upon a drawing-room and for the 
fact that he is a picturesque lion in a door- 
way, and there, in most cases, concern with 
him ceases. It is not an entirely disagreea- 
ble position for the lion, while it lasts, for 
the lion-hunter and her friends have often a 
charming way with them. But the result 
of it all for him is a relaxing of the mental 
fiber and a fatigue, flat, stale, and unprofita- 
ble.” | |

In the main Mr. Archer proves the keen- 
ness ot his perceptions and the ability to 
put his impressions to a valuable and in- 
‘structive use. As might be expected of a 

n of his esthetic likings, he starts out 
dy declaiming against the American lack of 
taste in the building of playhouses, though 
he is frank enough to admit that London is 
as badly off as New York for sightly thea- 
“ters. To both he holds up, somewhat plaint- 
ively, the example of Germany, where in 
‘every town the theater is a building set 
apart in a square of its own. He finds many 
‘things, however, to praise about the inte- 
riors of American theaters, less on the 
ground of architecture than of comfort, and 
once more is willing to admit graciously 
that London has not the right to offer sug- | 
gestions. All this, of course, is by way of 
“preliminary, for the question the critic sets 
himself to answer is, How is the public 
‘catered to, manner and quality of menu?“ 

Before he. begins what he deems his an- 
wer he says America has a vast amuse- 
sment-loving public, continuing: The busi- 
Jest nation in the world seems to have more 
time than any other for theater-going. The . 
public crowds nightly to well appointed, 
scommodious theaters. Daily and nightly, 
one may say, for the matinée is a far more 
popular institution in the United States than 
in England. There is not an American city 

of any size in which you will not find several 
places of entertainment open every after- 
noon of the week and generally crowded.”’ 
Mr. Archer gives New York a ranking that 
city will Uke, naming it as the theatrical me- 
“Mtropolis of the country, “ producing, book- 
(ing, and booming center.“ He makes some 
“additional statements, which likely he would 
“have modified had he staid longer on this 
side of the Atlantic.

Violin than with Cyrano de Bergerac.“ 


The explanation is found in the charm of 
novelty, and has no deep significance. 
Cyrano had its turn last year, and its 
run here was long enough to permit most 
people who cared to see it the opportunity 
of doing so. Least of all does the kindly 
treatment given the sentimental German 
romance imply that there is need of com- 
paring it seriously with any of the Mans- 


field creations of conceded greatness. The. 
name of Mansfield has a magnetic quality, 


and when it is used in conjunction with a 
play never before presented in Chicago the 
union is one which is bound to attract pow- 
erfully in the direction of the theater en- 
trance. To Mr. Mansfield’s credit it can be 
said he does not make false pretenses. He 
never claimed greatness for The First 
Violin,“ hence one has no right to be dis- 
appointed on finding the play a simple sort 
of an affair. On the other hand, the indi- 
viduality and commanding talents of the 
actor have invested it with a merit which, 
for the time being at least, removes it from 
the commonplace and the classification of 
the invertebrate. * 

“The First Violin“ without Mansfield 
would run the gamut of sentimentality, 
missing not a note of false, weak emotion. 
With him it ts a play worth witnessing 
once, if only for the pleasure of seeing him 
give ,distinction to an extremely ordinary 
part; one, moreover, for which he has sev- 
eral physical drawbacks. Eugen Courvois- 
ler, as fancy would picture him, ought to 
be an impressive figure. Doubtless it will 
be said immediately that the natural Mans- 
field has this characteristic. To be disil- 
lusioned it is only necessary to see him in 
an ill-fitting coat, such as he wears in the 
first act or The First Violin.“ 

The uniform of a soldier, which Mr. Mans- 
field dons in many of his plays, the various 


‘costumes of historical periods which fall 


to his lot in others, and the extreme make- 
ups which he assumes in the remainder, all 
are to his advantage in appearance. Mod- 
ern garb of ordinary sort is a handicap to 
him. He looks like anawkward young man, 
and it is not until he speaks that dne real- 
izes it is Manafield. After the first few 
minutes his looks will be forgotten, though 
it is perhaps fortunate that he is in correct 
evening attire when the only dramatic mo- 
ment in the play is reached. In à dress 
suit Mr. Mansfield is himself again, and a 
manly figure he makes as he stands forth 
refusing to deny a crime which is not his. 
This fine scene redeems the play. The emo- 
tion under which he labors is delineated by 
face and attitude: His words are few, their 
tones natural, though not a person in the 
audience fails to understand he is witness- 
ing that admirable but rare histrionic rep- 
resentation, that of torturing passion made 
to appear more intense by repression.

Up-to-Date Restaurants Now Have 
Menu Books in Which All May Find 
Something to Their Taste. 


Among the servants of the public whose 
principal duty it is to be patient there is 
none, perhaps, who must exercise this ac- 

plish for so it must be called—toa 
greater extent than the waiter in a café or 
restaurant. The greatest of his trials do not 
come from the irate customer who refuses 
to be pleased and has his order changed two 
or three times, for the waiter knows that, 
troublesome for. the time being as a man of 
this kind may be, when he is finally satisfied 
and is comfortably filled the tip is sure 
to be forthcoming. He has learned from 
practical experience that the straightest 
road tq any man’s heart or pocketbook lies 
straight through his stomach. 

No, this trouble is small when compared 
with the woes of the waiter in serving wom- 
en customers. There is the one who asks the 
price of every article on the menu, because 
she thought ‘‘they might have changed 
their minds about the price since the bill of 
fare was printed,“ but finally is satisfied 
with rolls and coffee. This type is well 
known and abhorred by all waiters. 

But who can blame the waiter if his pa- 
tience ceases to be a virtue when the res- 
taurant is crowded after the theater, and 
he has to stand patiently and watch another 
take the order of the prosperous looking in- 
dividual whose countenance betokens a 
generous tip.“ while he listens to one com- 
piaint after another from women that they 
“haven't the slightest idea what to eat 

Some benevolent person—prebably an ex- 
waiter who has had troubles of his own— 
has remedied this by compiling a little book 
of menus, the prices ranging from 50 cents 
upward. The much abused waiter no longer 
has to listen to the old story, for, as soon 
as an undecided one takes a look at the reg- 
ular bill of fare and makes the usual com- 
plaint, he proudly puts into her hands a 
menu book, with an air which shows that 
he is confident it will fill the bill. 

These little books, which have become 
popular of late in Chicago restaurants, are

fastened with gilt or silver cords and bars. 
The menus themselves are just the kind one 
wants after the theater and are a great 
saving of time and brain work, for even 
those who have had more or less experience 
sometimes are at a loss to think of the right 
combination to order.

PHILIPPINES AND PORTO RICO. 


Pan-Presbyterian Committee to Pre- 
sent the Case to President McKinley 
Said to Have Evidence That the 
Catholic Archbishop Has Things in 
the Archipelago Well Under His 
Control—Fund for Chaplains—Scope 
of the Evangelical Movement. 


The committee appointed by the Western 
section of the Pan-Presbyterian alliance to 
lay before President McKinley the matter 
of Protestant prospects in the Philippines 
and Porto Rico has gathered what it con- 
siders some telling material. Its conclusions 
cannot be anticipated, but facts known to be 
in its hands are that the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Manila has things in the 
Philippines fairly well under control, the 
United States military authorities includ- 
ed. The testimony of men recently returned 
frem Manila is to the point that the Arch- 
bishop, quite apart from ecclesiastical pow- 
er, wields & personal influence that is most 
formidable. Two clergymen, one a Congre- 
gationalist and the other an Episcopalian, 
have recently shown this in what they have 
written after enjoying a personal interview 
with the prelate in question. | 

These Presbyterians are not inclined to 
follow Archbishop Chappelle’s advice to 
suspend judgment until they have heard his 
story, to be given after he has had an inter- 
view with his fellow Archbishop of Manila. 
They say, in private, that they believe the 
Roman Catholic Church will use its power 
to the utmost to prevent the growth of 
Protestant power. Whether it does so or 
not Presbyterians are preparing to see it 
do so. Members of the committee say they 
do not demand any special privileges. All 
they ask is the rights of American citizens. 
That right carries with it the one to worship 
God in their own way and preach Christ at 
all proper times and places. Protestant 
workers in Manila, in their official and pri- 
vate reports home, are known to have said 
of late some severe things on the facility 
with which saloonkeepers are able to se- 
cure licenses and the practical impossi- 
bility of securing a permit to sell Bibles. 
This committee is known to be willing to 
await a little further development of mili- 
tary operations in the Philippines before 
acting, but once peace is assured a vigorous 
protest will be made, it is said. The chair- 
man of the committee is the Rev. Dr. Wal- 
lace Radcliffe of Washington, last year’s 
General Assembly Moderator. 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew has under- 
taken to raise funds to send as many chap- 
lains as possible to the Philippines on board 
the transports now leaving with troops. 
The spiritual destitution of American sol- 
diers in the field has been emphasized by 
Army Secretary Peyton, recently returned, 
and Episcopalians are to be appealed to for 
funds to send clergy there. The work pro- 
posed by the brotherhood is among soldiers, 
not among natives. The sum of $45,000 has 
been mentioned as being required. The 
Young Men’s Christian association will send 
twelve secretaries with the transports to 
labor as chaplains upon arrival. , 

— 

When the ent sent details of 

troops to various parts of the Island of 


of relief for sufferers from hurricane dis- 
asters, the Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion was on hand to send to each of these 
twenty-six details messengers carrying from 
week to week late American newspapers 
and packages of reading matter. In Sep- 
tember the associatfon in San Juan opened 
a large room across the narrow street from 
its restaurant and here religious services are 
held every night: Some of the men in the 
hospital corps have become interested and 
have themselves turned workers in the sick 
wards. Morning prayers are said in the 
association every day at 9. 

The Presbyterian Synod of Iowa guaran- 
tees the support a mission station and 
missionary to k in San Juan, Porto Rico. 
An attempt is to be made to plant in that 
city not a Presbyterian Church but a Chris- 
tian one, conducted along the lines of a 
family church. It will be under control of 
the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions. 

Leaders in the evangelical movement now 
on have just had reports from careful ob- 
servers of religious conditions throughout 
the country. These reports say that in St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Chicago, and Detroit — 
interest is wide among all classes, and tha 
in Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Philadelphia, and 
Brooklyn it is scarcely less so. The Bible 
classes in Chicago are half as large again 
as ever before. These evangelital leaders re- 
port that while the higher critics are active 
in and about the University of Chicago, they 
are not getting a following outside, and 
that the tendency in all States from Massa- 
chusetts west to Kansas is most decidedly 
toward the old Bible. The same authorities 
say that although the Rev. G. Campbell 
Morgan closed his phenomenal series of 
sermons in New York and Brooklyn before 
throngs of people, filling the great Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church five times in 
three days as it has not been filled in years, 
the West is more active than the East and 
is leading in the present movement.

The international Sunday school lesson 
series begin, on the first Sunday of the new 
“year, studies in the life of Christ, which 
are to continue for a year anda half. These 
studies take up the life, not as related by 
one, but by all four evangelists. They cover 
every detail, the aim being to make the stu- 


Savior while on earth. The first year carries 
the studies to near the close of Christ’s min- 
istry, the lessons in 1901 beginning with the 
anointing at Bethany and the triumphal 
entry into Jerusalem. The final six months 
of the studies carry them to Pentecost. : 


Temple Emanu-El, the greatest Jewish 
place of worship in the world, is now with- 
out a rabbi.

Its 
prominence comes from the social position 
and wealth of its members. The rabbi, the 
venerable Dr. Gustav Gottheil, retires on 
account of age and becomes rabbi emeritus 
at a salary of $6,000a year.

Indeed, it is solely and avowedly with the 
object of preventing any deceit of this kind 
that laws have been enacted in every 
monarchical country exacting the presence 
of a Cabinet Minister and other dignitaries 
of the realm at every royal or imperial birth. 

In England this precaution has been in- 
sisted upon since the reign of the last Stuart 
King, James II., whose consort, after many 
years of childlessness, gave birth to a son 
under such mysterious circumstances as to 
give rise to the story that the infant was 
not her own, and that it was merely a sup- 
posititious child, foisted, so. to speak, upon 
the nation with the object of preventing the 
crown from falling into the hands of Prin- 
cess Mary and Princess Anne, both of whom 
were Protestants, and both of whom in turn 
reigned over Great Britain. King James, it 
may be remembered, died in foreign exile, 
and his son, known as the pretender,’ was 
always denounced by the Protestant ele- 
ment in England as a fraud, and as not hav- 
ing any claim to be the son either of King 
James or of his consort. 


It will be readily understood that when 
the fate, not merely of large estates but of 
whole nations, depends upon the birth of a 
child and upon its sex, there is always a 
temptation to fraud and a disposition on the 
part of malcontents to impute fraud even if 
none has taken place. That is why such 
elaborate, and to the ordinary American 
mind such indelicate, precautions are adopt- 
ed at all royal births, it being imperative 
that the great dignitaries of the state should 
be close at hand when the birth takes place. 

At Madrid, in fact, the principal dignitary 
present, usually the Premier, receives from 
the medical attendants on duty the new born 
infant laid on a gold plateau, which he car- 
ries thence into the neighboring hall, 
where all the great officers of the state and 
the ladies of the court are assembled, the 
men in uniform, the ladies in court dress, 
all of them bowing low as the unfortunate 
babe is borne through the room without a 
stitch of clothing on the golden plateau. 
That was how the present King, and like- 
wise his father, the late Don Alfonso, first 
made the acquaintance of their courts, and 
in the earlier portion of the century, if the 
birth took place in the summer and the con- 
dition of the weather permitted such a thing, 
the plateau was taken out on to the balcony 
of the palace, in order that the vast crowd 
assembled in the court yard below might. 
have the opportunity of acclaiming the babe. 

— 

With regard to the Countess of Nurod at 
St. Petersburg, it seems that with the object 
of perpetrating the fraud in question she 
was obliged to take into her confidence a 
large number of her servants, who subse- 
quently proceeded to blackmail her by 
threatening to reveal the deception to the 
family and the authorities. Seeing financial 
ruin staring her in the face by reason of the 
extortions to which she was being subjected 
by her domestics the Countess: refused to 
yield longer to their menaces, and they there- 
upon denounced her to the police, the present 
trial being the result. 3 


Another notable case of this kind occurred 
some time ago in Hungary, and a member 
of the family concerned is at the present mo- 
ment traveling in this country, after having 
been entertained at Newport, Boston. Bar 
Harbor, and Chicago. The distinguished 
stranger in question bears on his visiting 
cards the name Mgr. Vay de Vaya and an 
intimation that he is a prelate of the house- 
hold of the Pope. I may add, however, that 
I have heen’ unfortunately unable to find any 
prelate of that name among the names of the 
members of the Papal court and household 
officially published by the Vatican. The Vay 
de Vaya family is one of the oldest and most 
illustrious of the Hungarian nobility, and 
for many years it was a Count Nicholas Vay 
de Vaya who figured as President of the 
Table of Magnates, as the Hungarian House 
of Lords is officially described. He was a 
grand-looking old fellow. 

His son was General Count Ladislas Vay 
de Vaya, a chamberlain of the Emperor. 
During the first eight years of his marriage 
no children were born to him, a fact which 
almost drove him to desperation, when he 
remembered that in default of issue his 
immense estates would pass to the crown 
and his name become extinct. In the ninth 
year it seemed as if his own prayers and 
those of the Countess were about to be 
granted, and when at length the Countess 
gave birth to a child, he had so thoroughly 
accustomed himself to look for a boy, that 
no one at the time ventured to undeceive 
him and to tell him that the infant was a 
girl. The priest who baptized the child 
was won over to the more or less pardona- 
ble deceit practiced on the Count by his 
devoted wife and her attendants, and al- 
though, the name given by the sponsors 
was that of Sandor, a boy’s cognomen, the 
name entered on the parish registers was 
that of Sarolta, or Charlotte. 

Dressed and educated as a boy, the little 
Countess bore the name of Sandor till her 
thirteenth year, and was believed by all 
but the mother, the priest, and a few con- 
fidential servants to belong to the male sex. 
She was taught to shoot and fish, and from 
the age of 6 rode astride of her pony like 
a little Centaur. Just about the time when 
the Count was beginning to consider the 
advisability of sending his daughter—or, as 
he believed, his son—to the Nobles’ Acade- 
my at Pesth, his wife gave birth to a second 
child, which was a real boy. The necessity 
for keeping up the fraud with regard to the 
sex of the eldest child had now disappeared 
and steps were taken to make every one 
acquainted with the true facts of the case. 
As the Count continued afterward living 
happily with his charming and popular wife 
it may be taken for granted that she did not 
experience much difficulty in obtaining his 
forgiveness. 


Indeed, the only person who seriously ob- 
jected to the altered condition of affairs 
was the young Countess herself, who had 
come too much accustomed to regard her- 
selt as a boy and so strongly addicted to all 
boyish sports and games that she could not 
reconcile herself to the role of a young 
woman, and this feeling, instead of passing 
away as she grew older, became stronger 
every year. . 
soon as she reached the age of 21 and 
became emancipated from the immediate 
control of her parents she took the bridle 
between her teeth, metaphorically speaking, 
and, arrayed in masculine clothes, entered 
upon à career of wild extravagance. Every- 
where she gave her name as Count Sandor 
Vay de Vaya,” and even fought a couple of 
duels with men who had insulted her by ex- 
‘pressing doubts as to her sex, badly wound- 
ing one of her adversaries. A number of ar-

AUSTIN PROPERTY IS BENEFITED 
BY ANNEXATION. . 


Transportation Rate settled and Land 
Values Stifen—E. M. Fowler of De- 
troit Purehases Wabash Avenue 
Realty—Duniap Smith & Co. Secure 
Additional Acreage for Chicago 
Transfer and Clearing Company in 
Town of Lyons. 


Austin’s annexation to the City of Chicago 
has had a highly beneficial effect upon real 
estate values, which have stiffened, and 
agents find that to be a real part of the city 
instead of outside territory has many ad- 
vantages. Transportation rates are settled 


furthest corner of that section around the 
loop down-town, 

The Town of Austin extends from North 
avenue on the north to Twelfth street on 
the south, east to the city limits as defined 
by Robinson avenue or West Fifty-second 
street, north of Madison street and West 
Forty-eighth street, south almost to Twelfth 
street, west to Austin avenue, the dividing 
line between Austin and Oak Park. It con- 
tains three and one-half square miles and a 
population of about 22,000, which now be- 
comes a part of the Chicago census for 
1900. 


The real property comprises five large 
school buildings, one of which is a high 
school, and one of the schools is surrounded 
by a campus containing six acres. In addi- 
tion there is a vacant tract of 300 acres in 
section 16. a school fund of $186,000 invested 
in mortgages and other securities, and Chi- 
cago, will be called upon to assume part of 
Austin’s bonded indebtedness of $60,000. All 
the streets, with one exception, are im- 
proved with macadam, sewer, gas, and water 
mains. There are also electric and gas 
lighting plants. 

“Austin residents and property-owners 
have gained much by being annexed to Chi- 
cago,” said E. A. Cummings yesterday. 
„The principal gain is the tendency of 
realty values to increase by the change. 
Above all it steadies values and makes in- 
vestments and loans on property safe. The 
jurisdiction of the West Park has been ex- 
tended to Austin, and the residents already 
receive better police and fire protection. 
The fact that transportation rates are set- 
tled at a straight five-cent fare willdo much 
to attract investors and homeseekers.“

was the purchase by Eldridge M. Fowler of

RUSSIA HAS MOST TO GAIN. 

In any future demands on Great Britain 
Russia will necessarily take the lead, for 
the Czar’s empire has the most to gain. 
Although having the must subtle and. se- 
cretive diplomats in Europe, the ambition 
and inflexible purpose of, Russia are well 
known. In a general statement, Russia's 
‘ambition lies in the direction of an open 
sea, unfettered by the ice shackles of winter.

For six months of every 
year Russia's merchant steamers and Rus- 
sia’s warship» were locked in ice and it was 
not until the recent acquisition from China 
of Port Arthur that the Czar’s naval base 
in the Pacifié was rendered effective by 
open water the year around. 

For years Russia hoped to extend its 
empire southward to the Mediterranean, 


but its ambition, while perhaps not com- 
pletely shattered, was ihdefinitely delayed 
by the congress of Berlin in 1878, when 
Europe erected the quasi independent Bal- 
kan States as a buffer between the Czar’s 


. dominions and the sea. 


PUSHING TO THE SOUTH. 
Since then Russia has been pushing stead- 
ily southward toward Persia and Afghan- 
istan. All the intrigue of which Russian 
diplomacy is capable has been exerted in 
securing a preponderating influence in the 
sémi-barbaric courts of the Ameer and the 
Shah. So successfully has this diplomatic 
intrigue been carried on that today it is 
generally believed that Russia has engaged 
by secret treaty to occupy Afghanistan with 
Russian troops in order to preserve or 
after the death of the present Ameer 
secure the throne to his successor. 
And it is an open secret in nD 
capitals that the Shah has agreed to 
Russia’ the port of Bunder-Abbis, on ‘the:

_ Russia's designs in China are “equally , 
understood. Already the Czar holds the 
Manchurian peninsula and is disputing with 
Great Britain at Peking the right to dictate 
terms and concessions to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. 

Great Britain has secured from China a 
well defined sphere of interest in the Lang- 
‘tse-Kiang Valley, by which ultimately the 
Indian Empire will reach eastward from 
Burmah to the Pacific. English capital is 
already building long lines of railroad 
‘through and across the valley. In any united 
European coalition against Great Britain,

WILL KAISER AID QUEEN? 

The crux of the whole situation seems to 
rest with the German Emperor. If Germany 
casts its lot with Europe, Great Britain may 
as well call out its last available man, for 
the sea girt empire will indeed be in danger. 
But up to the present moment there is ap- 

parent reason to believe that Germany will 
cast its lot with Great Britain. 

Several months ago, before the Transvaal 
negotiations assumed a dangerous phase, 
Lord Salisbury and the German Ambassa- 
dor to the court of St. James reached an 
agreement which today is the most mys-

That this agreement has among other things 
given Great Britain a free hand in south 


Africa is apparent, for the Kaiser's attitude | 


now is in strange contrast to his friendliness 
toward the Boer government immediately 
after the Jameson raid in 1896, when he sent 
a congratulatory message to President Kru- 
ger that inflamed England, mobilized the 
British squadrons, and nearly ended in war. 
Despite the evident sympathy of a large 
majority of the German people for the Boers, 
the German government is preserving an 
attitude of the most impartial neutrality. 
The mysterious agreement between Great 
Britain and Germany, which is exciting so 
much concern in Europe, is variously in- 
terpreted, the most probable explanation of 
its tenor being hazarded by an English 
statesman, who believes it gives Germany 
free hand in the Kaiser’s pet project of es- 
tablishing a great German tolonial empire 
in Asia Minor. 
Whatever the nature of the secret agree- 
ment, it may be safely assumed that Great 
Britain has not given Germany something 
for nothing. If Germany is to be permitted 
to establish itself in Asia Minor, Great Brit- 
tain has received compensation somewhere, 
and the nature of that compensation will be 
revealed when the European interference 


agreed upon, if at all. 

The successful formation of a European 
coalition, therefore, depends largely upon 
Germany. If Germany unites its fleet with 
Great Britain and holds its army ready to 
march against France and Russia the pro- 
posed European coalition will end in bluster. 

If, on the other hand, Germany shall 
finally decide to make terms with France 
and Russia, trusting to an agreement with 
those powers to give it whaf it wants in 
Asta Minor or any other quarter of the 
globe, the coalition is as good as formed. 

But up to the present time every indica- 
tion points to German sympathy with Great 
Britain and every effort is being made in 
France and Russia to break this mysterious 
bond of friendship. Emperor Will has 
announced his purpose to visit Queen Vic- 
toria on Nov. 20. Mass-meetings are being 
held in every prominent German city to urge 
upon the Kaiser that he postpone his visit. 
He is said to be wavering in his purpos@é,to 
go to London and may yet decide to post- 
pone his journey to some more auspicious 
moment. SY 

It hardly seems credible that France and 
Russia would provoke war with Great Brit- 
tain and Germany united.

SULTAN IN A CORNER. 


The position of Turkey might bother the 
diplomats on both sides of the controversy. 
It is difficult to see how the Sultan could be 
drawn into the war, and equally difficult to 
understand how he could keep out of it. 
Abdul Hamid is in the unfortunate position 
of being compelled to choose sides in a pos- 
sible conflict with the certain’ knowledge 
that he will lose with either. 

He is bound by the treaty of Berlin to 
guard the Dardanelles against the passage 
of the Russian Black Sea squadron.

WAR AROUND THE GLOBE. 


It is almost impossible to appreciate the 
magnitude and the horror which must char- 
acterize a war involving Great Britain, Rus- 
sia, Germany, Austria, Italy, France, and 
Spain in one general, widespread conflict. It 
would mean a war around the globe. All 
Europe, all Africa, most of Asia, the islands 
of the south Pacific, the West Indies, and the 
northern part of North America would be 
the scenes of conflict. f 
Great Britain would have first of all to de- 
fend its empire in India. The Russian army, 
passing through Afghanistan, would attempt 
to force its way through Khyber and Chitral 
Passes, thence to pour down on the plains 
ot India, in an attempt to drive Great Britain 
into the Indian Ocean. The campaign in In- 
dia alone would be a Napoleonic contest, for 
here Great Britain maintains an army of 
nearly 300,000 regular and native troops, and 
the mountain gateways are protected by 
fortresses almost as impregnable as the 
mountains in which they are concealed. 

But. while Great Britain would be defend- 
ing India from the incursions of the Cossack 
legions of the Czar, France would have 
seized Tripoli and be marching an army 
against Egypt in an effort to drive John 
Bull into the Red Sea. But in Egypt and 
the Soudan Great Britain has control of 
40,000 troops, with native levies to draw 
u 

Spain should decide to enter the contest, 
its army might be used in an effort to reguin 
Gibraltar from Great Britain, or to assist in 
the defense of France from possible invasion 
by Italy. 

But the greatest horrors of such a war 
would only be realized if Germany. aud its 
allies in the dfeibund should decide to en- 
ter the field.

At any rate, the United States can rest 
secure in the knowledge that in the Philip- 
pines there is an army greater than any 
European power could possibly bring, and

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AIMS TO SAVE HUMAN LIVES 


Ohicago Lying-In Hospital, Recently Founded, the Fruition of 
0 Purpose Pursued for Years—Only One of Its Kind 
in the City—Scope of Its Work. | 
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CHICAGO LYING-IN HOSPITAL. 


HE Chicago Lying-In Hospital, which 

was opened on Sept. 1, is the materi- 

alization of a four years’ ambition of 

a little group of men and women who 

organized in February, 1895. A, dis- 

ry was established at 295 Maxwell 
street, where three rooms were occupied. 
Within a year seven rooms were taken in the 
Marcy mission, just across the street. Phy- 
siclans who are specialists cheerfully gave 
their services and the dispensary had cared 
for 2.884 cases and received 8,694 applica- 
tions before the way was clear to the open- 
ing of the new hospital at 204 Ashland 
boulevard. 

A handsome residence on the West Side 
boulevard has been remodeled to meet the 
demands of an u$-to-date institution for the 
care of the sick. The first floor, which is 
given up to reception rooms, dining-room, 
and a lecture hall, is tastily furnished and 
gives the place the appearance of a pleasant 
home. Soft curtains screen the windows, in 
which stand jardiniéres, and flowers are 


that tuberculosis causes the deaths of be- 
| tween 10 and 12 per cent of the persons 

Whose deaths are reported each year. Where 
attendants in maternity cases are skilled, it 
has been proved that the death rate is a frac- 
tion of 1 per cent. 

In the State institutions for the blind, 30 
per cent of the inmates have lost their sight 
through carelessness, ignorance, or neglect 
on the part of physicians during the hours of 
birth.

Four internes and four students are 
elways on duty at the hospital. The 
Students assist in dispensary work, for’ 
the hospital, after all, is only an adjunct 
to the dispensary, and the great majority of 
cases are treated at the homes of patients. 
The school for nurses and for physicians is 
one of the most important of the many 
branches of work in which the hospital man- 
agement is engaged. Over 400 physicians 
have profited by the instruction of the staff 
of specialists. 

The Chicago Lying-In Hospital is the only 
institution in the city that is devoted entirely 
to maternity cases. While most of the other 
hospitals maintain wards for this purpose, 
there is none that makes this work its sole 
aim. The fact that statistics show that i- 
messes incident to maternity annually de- 
stroy more lives in Chicago than any one 
disease except consumption led the founders 
of the dispensary to establish a place where 
they could have an opportunity to find out 
what difference scientific care would make 
in the death rate among the poor. 

Every year there are in Chicago more than 
50,000 births. At least 60 per cent of these, 
Physicians say, are in the hands of incom- 
petent attendants. The death rate in these 
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Cases is 7.3 per cent, while figures show

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RABBI WISE FOSING FOR SCULPTOR EZEKIEL. 
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{Written for ‘‘The Sunday Tribune by Isidor 

-[Wise.] | 

7 2 Moses Jacob Ezekiel, the noted 
‘sculptor, came to this country last 

May it was with the twofold pur- 
*pose of visiting his parents and 

immediate family in Cincinnati and 

of executing a life-size bust of the octo- 
genarian rabbi, Dr. Isaac M. Wise, head of 
the B’Nai Yeshuron congregation of Cin- 
nati for nearly half a century, and founder 
and esident of the Hebrew Union College 
The bust, for which the clay model has just 
been completed, is to be a présent from the 
congregation to Dr. Wise on the occasion of 
his eightieth birthday anniversary. The 
figure will be cast in bronze under the per- 
‘sonal supervision of the artist in his studio 
at Rome. 
Sir Moses' return home was a sad one, for 
he arrived only in time to receive the dying 
embraces and blessing of his aged and hon- 
ored father. Indeed, the elder Ezekiel had 
kcpt himself alive by sheer force of will in 
order to look once more on the face of the 
son he loved so devotedly. 

At the time of Ezekiel’s arrival, Dr. Wise 
removed to his country seat, a few miles dis- 
tant from the city, for the summer months. 
It was,therefore, in his quiet study, with its 
beautiful and harmonious surroundings, 
that the sittings were given, and there from 
the shapeless mass of clay, which the vari- 
ous members of the rabbi's family delighted 
to assist in placing on the workbench, the 
work grew into the life-like counterpart of 
the original. 
Ane work was intended to occupy a few 
/weeks only, but the weeks grew into months 


4 before the final touches were added. A re- 


markable bond of sympathy and friendship 
sprung up between the preacher of 8 
and the artist of 55. It wasa rare privilege 
to listen to the conversation of these two 
men. Sir Moses, who insists that ho is 
“plain Mr. Ezeklei,“ shows a depth and 
«breadth of observation, remarkable eve: in 
a man of his genius and experience. He 
speaks half a dozen modern languages, be- 
sides excellent English. There is something 
grand, yét simple, in kis candor and truth. 
He is in himself what he has represented in 
his great works, 


Glimpse of Artist at Work. 

The daily sittings were long and long 
drawn out and should have been designated, 
as Mr. Ezekiel suggested, daily symposi- 
ums,“ for on many occasions there was 
much discussion and little work, though 
there was evident progress from day to day. 
It was only when the work was nearing com- 
pletion that those who occasionally had been 


ished during the work hour. It was at this 
time that the artist bent his best energies 
to the task, which had become a labor of 
love. Watching him while at work the be- 
holder stood amazed at the intensity of ev- 
pression and power of concentration which 
transfigured the artist’s face. His whole 
soul seemed to be in his eyes at one moment, 
in his fingers the next. It was as if there 
were two beings in one form acting together 
with perfect harmony. 


Sketch of Ezekiel’s Life. 
Moses Jacob Ezekiel was born in Rich- 


mond, Va., on Oct. 26, 1844. In early boy- 


hood he manifested great interest in the 
primary walks of art life, and at 10 years 
gave indications of his talent by the con- 
struction of toy panoramas and moving fig- 
ures for dioramas. Up to 14 years he at- 
tended the public schools, devoting his leis- 
ure hours to drawing, painting, and compos- 
ing verses. At this time he entered a mer- 
cantile house, but soon tired of the monotony. 
In 1861 he was seized with a military spirit 
and became a cadet in the Virginia Military 
Institute at Lexington, remaining until the 
institute was burned by General Hunter. 
Then he left for the field of action with the 
corps of cadets and participated in the bat- 
tle of Newmarket. Heremained in the army 
until the close of the war, when he returned 
to the institute, and was graduated third in 
his class. 


Begins as a Painter.. 

The reverses his family had suffered dur- 
ing the war induced him to reénter a mer- 
cantile career, but he could not accustom 
himself to business exactions, He began to 
devote himself to painting as a profession, 
and executed some creditable 
among them “ The Prisoner’s 
he painted for his friend and 
Mary Curtis Lee, wife of 
E. Lee, leader of the Southern drmies.. 

He soon changed his course in art, ng 
up the study of sculpture, his first ¢ffort 
being a bust of his father, Which was con- 
sidered a wonderful likeness and gav¢ evi- 
dence of unusual skill. Encouraged Ay: his 
first success, he produced an ideal t of 
Cain.“ or The Offering Rejected,” which 
Showed superior dramatic power. 

His knowledge of anatomy being inade- 
quate for future requircments, he entered 
the Medical College of Virginia for a regular 
course of study and lectures. 

In 1868 he left his home for Cincinna 
and, after numerous futile attempts to ob- 
tain temporary mercantile employment, he 
again turned to his art, after having ob- 
tained permission from T. D. Jones of Cin- 
cinnati to use part of his studio. Here he 
executed an admirable statuette entitled 
Industry,“ which was most favorably 
commented upon by the press and public.

ers, he sailed from New York for Berlin in 
1869. Upon his arrival at the German cap- 
ital, a total stranger, he was fortunate 
enough to make the acquaintance of.the then 
celebrated publisher, Daniel Colin, through 
whose instrumentality he was admitted into 
the studio of the sculptor, Rudolph Siemer- 
ing. The entrance into that intellectual cir- 
cle, together with the enthusiasm, warm in- 
terest, and deep knowledge of art and 
artists shown by Mr. Collin and his honored 
wife, and their sympathy, served at once to 
shape the course he was afterward to pur- 
ste. He was just on the verge of his career 
as an artist when he stood at the threshold 
of the Royal Art Academy in the presence 
of such great lights as Kiss, Schadow, 


Rauch. Wolf, Begas, and Siemering. 


He entered this institution as a student, 
having passed the required examination in 
the fall of 1869, and beginning with the low- 
est class, studied to such advantage that he 
was admitted to the first class, Act Saal,” 
to model from nature, six months after his 
matriculation, the usual term for the lowest 
class being three years. | 

In addition to the regular academic course 
he devoted himself industriously to the 
study of proportions and anatomy under 
Professor Domschke, whose praise he won 
to an exceptional extent. The few spare 
hours he had were devoted to modeling in 
Professor Siemering’s studio copies from 
the antique, studies from the works of 
Schadow. two life-size basso-relievos of 
Schiller“ and Goethe,” now in the Villa 
Colin at Berlin; a bust of The Sailor Boy,“ 
and his statue, Virginia,“ besides a num- 
ber of sketches in clay, which attracted the 
attention of his masters and colleagues. 


Masters Manual Details. 

It was at this time that Ezekiel mastered 
the manual branch of sculpture and gained 
knowledge of mechanical detail ‘which ena- 
bles him to produce a complete piece of art. 
from the inception of the first idea to and 
through the modeling, the plaster mold and 
cast, chiseling or casting in metal. At such 
times as he has been called upon to execute 
orders in places where there was no skilled 
subordinate at hand he has on more than 
one occasion made a portrait in clay, cast 
it in plaster, and chiseled it in marble. 


„ As a War Correspondent. 

In the summer academic vacation of 1870, 
at the breaking out of the war between 
France and Prussia, Ezekiel felt the neces- 
sity of recuperating his finances in order to 


| continue his studies, and accordingly ac- 


cepted the proposition of a leading Ameri- 
can newspaper to act as special correspond- 
ent. He proceeded to the Baltic seacoast, 
from which place he sent a number of bril- 
liant letters, which went the rounds of the 
press. It was at this time that Mr. Ezekiel 


had his first real war experience since the 


rebellion. At Pillare he was suspected of 
being a French spy and was arrested and 
a for a week in the Caserne Kron- 
p nz. 
In ͤ the winter of 1872 he was admitted into 
the studio of Professor Albert Wolf, where 
he completed his Virginia and modeled 
the colossal bust of Washington, now the 
property of the Cincinnati Art Museum, 
which was so favorably received in Berlin 
that he was elected a member of the exclu- 
* Society of Artists of that metrop- 
olis. | 
He rented a small studio and competed 
for the Farragut monument at Wealtnaten. 
but unfortunately the committee in charge 
was unable to come to any definite conclu- 
sion. He next modeled a bust of Mercury, 
a small caryatide for Mr. Collin, and the 
bust of Grace Darling. 


Wins the Prize of Rome. 


In the spring of 1873 he began his relievo 
of Israel.“ with which he intended to com- 
pete for the Michaelbeer Prize of Rome at 
the academy, and which he finished in three 
months. While this work was being cast 
in plaster he made a sketch oft Adam and 
Eve finding the slain Abel.“ This means 
but two days in which to put in tangible 
shape an idea that had required years of 
study and reflection. 

On the same day he delivered his relievos 
to the academy he left for Schwarz Ort, 
on the Baltic, where he had been invited to 
model the portraits of the millionaire Becker 
and his wife. There a letter was received 
from the directorium of the Royal Academy 
announcing to him the successful issue of 
the competition. At the same time he re- 
ceived many letters from noted artists con- 
gratulating him upon his success. ; 

The senate of the Royal ‘Academy public- 
ly crowned the relief Israel with a wreath 


of laurel in the exhibitien rooms of the 


academy. This award meant to Ezekiel a 
stipend of 1,500 thalers for two years, resi- 
dence in Rome, and had never been awarded 
before to a foreigner. This circumstance 
gave him a standing in the art world néver 
before attained by an American sculptor, 

On his return to Berlin he rented a larger 
studio, where he completed the busts of Mr. 
and Mrs. Becker in marble, and began to 
mocel the decorations for their new villa, 
then being built in Berlin. He also finished 
in marble his busts, “ Sailor Boy,” Grace 
Darling.“ and Mercury.” These three are 
now the property of Mrs. Hannah E. Work- 
um of Cincinnati.

coreligionists, “ The Israel- 
tes of America," to announce to the world 


| that they would unveil in Fairmount Park, 

Philadelphia, as their tribute to the cen- 
tennial celebration of American inde- 
pendence, a monumental group of statuary, 
emblematical of Religious Liberty.“ 

Early in 1874 Mr. Ezekiel received a let- 
ter from the committee in charge, tender- 
ing him the commission and making some 
suggestions as to the manner in which the 
sübject might. be treated. On the back 
of this letter Mr. Ezekiel made a small 
pencil sketch, differing in every respect 
from the suggestions of the committee, and 
it is a noteworthy fact that this rough 
sketch, without appreciable alteration, be- 
came the design of the now famous monu- 
ment. 

In this work Ezekiel combined his native 
American ideas of right and truth with the 
classical features of the true, accomplished, 
and finished artist. It was the nuptials 
of the real and the ideal. 

Ezekiel at once began the sketch model, 
and on July 2, 1874, the model was accept- 
ed and he was instructed: to push the work 
to completion. He visited his family at 
Richmond and Cincinnati, and in Septem- 
ber sailed for Rome, his future home and 
the scene of his subsequent triumphs. 

The success he had achieved at Berlin 
gave him a ready entrance into the pro- 


was welcomed in the cradle of art as 
few had been Before him, but he had a 
great work in hand and that served as the 
governor of his natural enthusiasm. 

With reference to his great Religious 
Liberty,“ an additional word of explana- 
tion is necessary. He was now engaged 
upon a work that was to typify in endur- 
ing marble the eternal principles of the 
freedom of conscience, for which our fore- 
fathers had fought and upon which the 
union is based. To no one could this idea 
come home more forcibly than to this young 
artist, for he had constantly before him 
the history of his ancestors on both sides, 
the D’Castros and the D’Israels, martyrs 


from Spain on account of their religious 
belief and because they persisted in their 
heretic creed; their journey to the Nether- 
lands, and their settlement in Amsterdam, 
where they were received and fostered for 
the time being, and finally their emigra- 
tion to the United States, where they were 
secure from persecution and for the first 
time enjoyed the full distinction of free 
and untrammel)led citizenship. These are the 
sentiments which inspired the artist in the 
production of his work. ; 

This monument was exhibited in Rome, 
where it received the unqualified praise 
‘of the best critics of Europe. The monu- 
ment was unveiled in 1876 in Fairmount 
Park, Philadelphia, and stands now in front 
of what was Horticultural Hall during the 
centennial, now the permanent Horticul- 
tural Hall. 


His Studio at Rome. 


Upon his return to Rome in 1876 he leased 
a portion of the famous Ruins of the Baths 
of Diocletian, which he has transformed 
into one of the most beautiful and unique 
studios in Europe. On reception days it is 
the resort of the greatest literati, painters, 
sculptors, poets, and musicians of all na- 
tionalities, as well as diplomats of the vari- 
ous departments of state. Thereis probably 
no artist in Rome today who is so universal- 
ly admired and respected. 


Works in Corcoran Gallery. 


The trustees of the Corcoran Art Gallery 
at Washington had waited for a number of 
years to confer upon some worthy American 
artist the honor of a commission to fill the 
niches in the building. Ezekiel was chosen 
without competition, and how well he ful- 
filled hts mission is evidenced by the heroic 
marble statues of Phidias, Raphael, Michael 
Angelo, Titian, Murillo, Da Vinci, Corregio, 
Van Dyke, Canova, and Thomas Crawford 
the designer of the Washington monument 
at Richmond, which represents American 
art in sculpture. 

For the last ten years Ezekiel has devoted 
his time mainly to ideal productions, re- 
lievos, and busts, besides the portraits 
which have given him universal reputation. 
Among his patrons he numbers some of the 
most noted persons of both hemispheres. A 
copy of his bust of Cardinal Hohenlohe was 
ordered by and is in the possession of the 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Meiningen. The Mar- 
chioness of Pascarea recently invited him 
to her palace on the Adriatic, where he is 
to execute several portraits of the noble 
family whose ancestors were modeled by 
Benvenuto Cellini. :
